The Treasury Departm ent suggests that the service­ 
man be told of the success of the W ar Bond drives— 
not the national figures, which he may read about, any­ 
how. but how they went in tho home town. If the town 
passed its quota he will be proud. H eil know then th at 
the home folks are backing him up with something be­ 
sides kind words. 
I ts true th a t they are just lending 
their money, whereas he is investing his time and risk­ 
ing his skin. 
But he can be made to understand th at 
they are doing w hat they can. 
Letters to the fighting men might also tell how the 
Red Cross campaign is going, how much is going into 
the local blood bank to go as plasma to the front, w hat 
is being done to find jobs for discharged soldiers, and so 
on. 
If we give this news to the service people we will 
want to make it good news. 
Our w ar activities will be 
carried on in front of the invisible soldier and sailor 
audience.

11 WASHINGTON — As member* 
of Congress flocked back to the 
caoital after their Easter vacation j 
the bets were about even that 
Congree, as a body, has had its 
last chance at campaigning until 
at least just before the November 
elections. 
The reason; The likely-to-be- 
prolonged scraps that are already 
on the calendar: and the prospec­ 
tive invasion, after which Con­ 
gress may not be able to recess for 
many months. 
Thirty-four senators and 435 
congressmen have to face their 
makers between now and Novem ­ 
ber. Primaries w ill be held in 32 
states and run-off primaries in six 
between now and the first of 
August. The last six . c all south­ 
ern states where the run-off;, often 
are far more important t '.an the 
general elections. 
Unless the invasion is postponed 
until after that, some observers 
on the Hill predict that Congress, 
; s a body, won’t get a chance to 
do any campaigning. Individual 
iv.emeers will slip out for short 
hustings, ifs true, especially those 
with a scrap on their hands, but 
that’s not like having months for 
handshaking, speech-making, and 


nights of strategic maneuvering 
in smoke-filled back looms. 
Ever since, as a boy, I saw cap­ 
able, blind ex-Sen. Thomas P. 
Gore go down to defeat in Okla­ 
homa, I’ve realized that what 
most members of Congress need 
to be worried about just before 
election is have they stayed away 
too long? 
In the coming elections this is 
a more im portant question than 
ever before. Congress has had 
very few short and no long vaca­ 
tions in tile test five* years. Mem­ 
bers of Congress have had to keep 
up their contacts by an occasional 
howdy-do. mail, pieces for the 
papers, and transcribed radio ad­ 
dresses— pretty poor substitutes 
for the work that opponents can 
do by being constantly on the 
ground. 
Another factor is the great pop­ 
ulation shifts which have made 
many states and hundreds of dis­ 
tricts uncertain. 
A third is the “restlessness of 
the voters,” a phrase difficult to 
define. It’s a change in tem per of 
the voters, which old political war 
horses can sense blindfolded. 
The desire to get back home for 
a little campaigning may speed 
pending legislation. There isn’t 
much dilly-dallying here when an 
election is in the offing back home.

If you don’t like spinach, there 
are many other green, leafy vege­ 
tables which you can grow in your 
Victory garden. But if none in the 
list that follows is to your liking, 
then something should be done 
about it. 
Green, leafy, red and yellow vege­ 
tables are the vitamin-rich foods so 
essential to nutrition. 
They are 
rich especially in Vitamin A. At 
least one should be served on your 
table every day, and those who do 
not like them should eat them in 
spite of that, say the nutritionists. 
Some green leafy vegetables can 
be served raw in salads, others are 
cooked, and among these are the 
greens so highly esteemed as spring 
tonics by our grandmothers, who 
did not know about vitamins, but 
did know that greens were healthful. 
In 25 days from seed after plant­ 
ing you can be harvesting Tender- 
green, a variety of mustard, which 
produces large green leaves which, 
like Swiss chara, can be cut from 
the plant without disturbing the 
root, to be followed immediately by 
another crop. 
There are several varieties of 
mustard, maturing in 30 to 40 days, 
which are popular for greens. They 
have a pungent flavor which is 
especially popular in the southern 
states, where greens have been a 
dietary standby for generations. 
Most of the mustards will keep 
bearing until frost. 
Spinach takes longer to mature— 
40 to 50 days— and does not like hot 
weather. It is harvested by pulling 
up the plant by the roots, so that 
one crop is all it yields. Sow just 
as soon as the ground can be 


worked, in rows a foot apart, and 
thin out to six inches between th* 
plants. A crop for fall may be sown 
in July, and will find the cool 
autumn weather to its liking. 
Swiss chard is a species of beet 
which produces 
an insignificant 
root, but luxuriant broad leaves, 
which have a distinctive flavor 
which many like better than other 
greens. Chard may be cut oft at 
the ground, and the roots will send 
up a new crop of leaves several 
times during the summer. It is 
highly esteemed for young children 
during the hot weather when spin­ 
ach is difficult to grow. 
New Zealand spinach is not a 
spinach, but a tropical plant which 
botanists call tetragonia expansa. 
It should not be sown until the 
ground is fairly warm, and then it 
should be given plenty of room, 2 
to 3 feet between plants. In the 
northern states it grows to remark­ 
able size. so that a peck of greens 
can be picked from a single plant 
once a week until frosts come. 
Garden sorrel is a hardy peren­ 
nial which bears edible leaves con­ 
sidered by many to be delicious. 
It should be sown in drills eighteen 
inches apart, preferably in light 
shade, as hot sun is said to increase 
its acidity. 
The roots should be 
divided every four years. 
To continue the greens program 
into the late fall and winter, gov/ 
in June seeds of kale or borecole. 
Transplant to rows with two feet 
between plants. It takes 110 day* 
to bring plants to maturity, but 
frost improves the flavor and the 
plants continue to bear long after 
other greens have been killed.

O IN C ID E N T w ith th e In ­ 
te rn a tio n a l L a b o r co n fer­ 
en ce at P h ila d e lp h ia , w h ich 
b eg an A p ril 20, com es w o rd 
fro m S w itz e rla n d of a new 
series of overprints for this or­ 
ganization. A half-dozen of the 
new overprints appear on covers 
received in this country and, ac­ 
cording to J. & H. Stolow Com­ 
pany of New York, the entire 
series includes 19 values. The 
overprint inscription is “Courrier 
du Bureau International du T ra­ 
vail,” in contrast to the overprint 
previously used for this organiza­ 
tion which was “S.d.N. Bureau 
International du Travail.” The 
overprints appear on nine values 
of the 1936-42 landscape series 
and on several of the 1941 series 
depicting Swiss heroes. 
Stolows also report 21 new 
overprints for the Iieague of Na­ 
tions w hich read “Courrier de la 
Societe des Nations.” Previous 
League overprints were inscribed 
simply “Societe des Nations.” 
These special overprints vali­ 
date the stamps for use only of 
the League of Nations and the In­ 
ternational Labor bureau. The 
stamps are listed in Scott’s Stand­ 
ard Postage Stamp Catalogue as 
official stamps and can be ob­ 
tained in cancelled condition only.

The other two will bs 
a continuation of last year’s “over­ 
run countries” series of five-cent 
stamps and will honor the Phil­ 
ippines and Korea. 
First of the new issues will be 
the railroad stamp, placed on sale 
at Omaha, Neb., San Francisco, 
and Ogden, Utah, May IO, the 75th 
anniversary of the driving of the 
last spike of the first transconti­ 
nental line at Promontory, Utah, 
in 1869. 
The steamship stamp will be 
placed on sale at Savannah, Ga., 
May 22, the 125th anniversary of 
the first trans-A tlantic voyage of 
an American steamship, the S.S. 
Savannah, which sailed from that 
city for Liverpool, Eng., on that 
date. May 22 also is National 
M aritime Day, first proclaimed by 
President Roosevelt in 1933. 
Dates have not been set for re­ 
lease of the Philippines and Korea 
stamps. 
Although designs for the new 
stamps have not been announced, 
the transportation stamps obvi­ 
ously will picture the subject* 
they honor. Both railroad trains 
and steamships have been pic­ 
tured on earlier U. S. stamps. It 
also seems likely that the two 
“over-run countries” stamps m ay 
be sim ilar in design to the 12 is­ 
sued last year with the flags of 
the respective countries as tha 
central design.
